IT WAS ALL WKONG, 


IS WHAT HISTORIAN BANCROFT SAYi 


OF THE SUPREME COURT, 


When It Declared the Countltutlonalltj 


of the Greenbacks—Facts ofHUtory He. 
lied Upon to Sustain tbo Assertion— 
Wlmt Should Be Done. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Fob, 5.—Tho venerable 


George Bancroft, tho historian, has printed 
i\ pamphlet donounoing the decision of the 
Unitod States supreme court mado in Jfarch 
last, in which that tribunal hold to bo vestoil 
tho power in th? government to issuo legal 
tender notes. The poinphlet is divided into 
four parts, Tho first treats from tho first 
issuo of hills of public credit in tho American 
colonies to their abolition by Connecticut, 
embracing in time from tho yoar 1000 to 
',7.V,.G. 


Tho second part is devoted to a history of 


pdpL-r money in America from tho beginning 
ot 
1 tho seven years' war to the constitutional 


cnnvontioii of tho United States, covering in 
time from 1755 to 178,). Tbo most im- 
portant chapter is ono in which tho writer 
assumes that the constitution has boon 
"wounded in tho houso of its friends. 


This is a doclaration ho makes against tho 


Unitod States suprotno coiu-t because of its 
logal tender decision. Ho says: "Tho court 
falla into a stupendous orror whon it assorta 
that tho power of impressing upon notes tho 
quality of buing a legal tondor for tho pay- 
ment ot private debts was universally under- 
stood to bolong to sovereignty in Europe 
nnd America at tho timoof tho framing and 
adoption of tho constitution of tho Unitod 
States. Wo have already seou that Piorco 
Butler, of South Carolina, ono of its fram- 
ors, assorted in tho convention: 
'Paper 


money in a legtil tondor in no country in 
Europe,' and his assortion was at tho time 
of tho culling of tho convention strictly 
truo.'1 


Ho says tho convention of states for tho 


reform of tho confederacy refused to cou- 
fer on thu legislature oC tho Unitod States 
the poivor lo omit Mllsof credit or irrodoom- 
nhlo paper money iu any form, and this rs- 


says Mr. Bancroft, "is so complete 


that according to all rules by which public 
documents arc interpreted it should not bo 
tfoatod as questionable." Ho then procoeds 
to oxumino tho meaning of tbo ninth article 
of tho conCorioration under which tho con- 
federate states had authority to "omit bills 
on tho credit of the Unitod States," and un- 
lor which tho supremo court hold that ''con- 
^ress: is clearly authorized to omit bills oi 
credit," 


On this point Mr. Bancroft says: 
"The 


eighth dauso of tho sovonth article in tho 
ilrst draftof tho constitution was as follows: 
•Tho legislature of tho Unitod Statos shall 
,iave tho power to borrow money ami emit 


lls on tho credit of the Unitod Stutop.' " 
Tho journal of tho convention for Aug. 10 


makes this record:
